A Ho rrible Tele o f Sa wney Bea ne a nd HI« 
Inhuma n Fa mily . 
[Phila delphia New« .] 
Histo ry contains no parallel to th e 
h orrible cruelties and robberies th at 
were committed by one Sawney Beane, 
a Scotch man, in th o reign of King 
Jam es th e First, before th at monarch 
ame to th e crown of England by th e 
death of Queen Elizabeth . 
Sawney 
Beane was born about eigh t or nine 
miles eastward of th e city of Edin­ 
burgh , in th e county of East Loth ian, 
of parents wh o went 
h edging and 
ditch ing for th eir daily bread and wh o 
brough t up th eir ch ild to th e same 
occupation. 
As lie grew up, h is dis­ 
position to idleness not perm itting h im 
to follow an h onorable employment, be 
left h is fath er and m oth er and ran into 
th e country, wh ere, following a most 
wicked course of life, and taking up 
with a woman as vicious as h imself, 
took up th eir abode in a rock by th e 
seaside, on th e sh ore of Sh ire (iallo- 
way, wh ere th ey lived for upward of 
twenty-five years. 
During th at time 
th ey h ad both ch ildren and grandch il­ 
dren, wh om 
th ey 
brough t up 
so 
wickedly th at th ey never separated, 
kept no oth er company, and supported 
th emselves by robbing. 
W h at was 
worse, th ey never committed a robbery 
with out a murder. 
Th ey never fre­ 
quented any market for provisions, bnt 
so soon as th ey murdered any man, wo­ 
man, or ch ild th ey did not leave th e 
body beh ind, but carried it to th eir 
den, wh ere, cutting it up into quarters, 
th ey would pickle th em and live upon 
h uman llesh till th ey got anoth er p rey 
of th e same kind. 
But th ey h ad gen­ 
erally more tlian th ey could consume, 
and in th e nigh t time, but at a great 
distance from th e sanguinary mansion, 
th ey th rew th e legs and arms of some of 
th ose th ey h ad killed into th e sea, 
wh ich th e tide frequently cast up at 
several parts of th e country to th e 
great astonish ment of th e beh olders. 
Persons wh o went about th eir lawful 
occupations fell often into th e h ands of 
th ese merciless cannibals and never re­ 
turned h ome again. 
Th is raised a general outcry among 
th eir friends and relatives, insomuch 
th at th e wh ole country was alarmed at 
such a great and mysterious loss of 
people, wh ich frequently h appened in 
traveling into th e W est of Scotland. 
Private spies Av ere sent out into all 
parts to And out, if possible, h ow th ese 
unexplainable events h appened, 
For 
a length of time th eir strictest search es 
and inquiries were to no purpose. 
However, several h onest travelers were 
taken up upon suspicion and wrong 
fully h anged upon bare circumstances, 
besides several 
innocent innkeepers 
wh o wore also executed for no oth er 
reason th an th at persons Avho h ad been 
th us lost were known to h ave lain in 
th eir h ouses, and were supposed to 
h ave been robbed and murdered bv 
th em and th eir^ bodies privately buried 
in obscure places. 
To such an extent 
was th is carried th at several innkeep­ 
ers on th o western road of Scotland 
left off th eir business for fear of being 
made like examples and followed oth er 
employments, so th at travelers were 
put to many inconveniences for want of 
accommodations. 
However, after sev­ 
eral h ad been executed and no one 
made any confession on th e gallows, 
but all declared th ey were innocent of 
th e crimes for wh ich th ey diod, th is 
rigorous way of proceeding was given 
up. 
At last th e discovery of th o cannibals 
was th us made. 
A man and h is wife, 
wh o was beh ind on th e same h orse, 
coming one evening from a fair, and 
falling into th e ambuscade of th ese 
merciless wretch es, 
th ey fell upon 
th em in th e most furious mauner. Th e 
man to save h imself as well as lie 
could, fough t bravely against th em 
with sword and pistol, riding some of 
th em down by main force of h is h orse, 
from wh ich h is wife in th e conflict fell 
off. 
Sh e was instantly murdered be­ 
fore th e h usband’s face, and th e female 
cannibals forth with cut h er th roat, 
sucking h er blood with as great a gusto 
as if it h ad been wine. 
Th e attacked man, wh o was th e first 
to escape alive after falling into th e 
bauds of th e cannibals, told some pas- 
songcrs wh o came to h is rescue, wh at 
h ad h appened and sh owed th em th e 
bloody spectacle of h is wife, wh om th e 
m urderers h ad dragged some distance 
off. 
Th e sigh t struck th em all with 
stupefaction 
and 
amazement. 
Th ey 
carried h im to Glasgow, and, relating 
th e matter to th o provost of th e city, 
h o immediately sent to th e King con­ 
cerning th e matter. 
In a few « lays an 


j army of 400 h orsemen and a number of 
h ounds started in search of th e can- 
j nibals. 
After a careful h unt th ey came 
i to th e apartm ent of Sawney Beane, 
| wh ere, to th eir surprise, th ey beh eld 
th e legs, arms, th igh s, h ands/and feet 
| of men, women, and ch ildren h ung up 
j like dried beef, and some limbs lying 
in piekie. 
In addition to th ese th ere 
was a great 
mass of money, both 
gold and silver, watch es, rings, swords, 
pistols, ami a great quantity of cloth es, 
both lim n and woolen, and infinite 
oth er th ings wh ich h ad been stolen 
from th ose th o cannibals h ad murdered. 
All th o plunder was seized and th e 
men took wind h uman flush th ey could 
find and buried it in th e sands and 
brough t cut Sawney Beane and h is 
murderous h imily, wh ich , beside h im­ 
self, eousis’o I of h is wife, eigh t sons, 
six daugh ters, eigh teen grandsons, and 
fourteen granddaugh ters. 
Th ey were 
all pinioned ami carried to Edinburgh . 
All t h o country 
*vj th ey passed along 
flocked in multitudes to see th o cursed I 
tribe.

The Relig io ns Side o f the Co nfedera te 
Armies. 
It h as been a m atter of surprise to 
some h istorians th at th e Confederate 
armies were so steadfast, so daring, 
and so self-sacrificing. 
Of course, th e ability with wh ich th ey 
were led was one of th e strong ele­ 
ments 
of 
Confederate 
succcess. 
Anoth er was th e fact th at th e war to 
th em was a defensive one, in wh ich 
th eir h omes and th eir h ouseh old gods 
were at stake. 
Th e feeling of patriot­ 
ism was probably never n ore vigorous 
among any soldiers th an among th ose 
th at followed Lee. 
Th e book before 
us (“Ch rist in Camp.”j sh ows to wh at 
point 
th e patriotic feelings of all 
classes in th e South were wrough t. 
But in addition to all th ese causes, Dr. 
Jones’ book th rows a flood of ligh t upon 
th e ch aracters and th e aims of th e men 
wh o won so many aud so great victo 
ries. 
A large proportion of th e ragged 
soldiery th at followed Lee, Jackson, 
and Stuart were earnest Ch ristian men, 
inspired by a faith as strong, and living 
lives as pure as Cromwell’s Ironsides. 
Th ese men, in many cases, h ad left 
th eir h omes of refinement and ease to 
sh oulder a musket, and to undergo all 
th e privations of a Confederate camp. 
W h atever ebullition of feeling 
may 
h ave taken some of th em into th e 
army, noth ing but th e strongest con­ 
viction of duty kept th em th ere. 
It is 
after reading Dr. Jones’ book th at we 
can best understand h ow th ese men 
bore ch eerfully th eir trials and fough t 
on with undiminish ed courage wh en 
h ope of success h ad fled. 
Even on th e 
last^ disastrous retreat to Appornatox, 
Lee’s army sh ows an undaunted front 
to th eir pursuers, and, th ough well 
nigh starved, vvere ready to engage in 
battle on th e very day of th e surrender. 
Th ese men were simple, h onest, God 
fearing. 
Lee, 
Stonewall 
Jackson, 
Stuart, and many oth ers were leaders 
th orough ly in sympath y with th e men 
th ey led. To such h osts, death , wounds, 
toils, privations, h ad no terrors, wh en 
in th at way lay th e path to Hoaveif. 
Dr. Jones preserves many valuable 
statistics sh owing th e labors of various 
organizations engaged in th e religious 
work in th e army and h ospitals; and 
h is account of h ow th is work was car­ 
ried on, taken from contemporary an 
th orities, is very interesting. 
But all 
th is yields in interest, as w’ell as im 
portance, to th e picture h e gives of re­ 
ligious life in th e army of North ern 
Virginia; to th e description of ch urch 
services and prayer-meeting, in wh ich 
wh ole brigades participated; of th e 
great revivals wh ich took place in 
every part of th e arm y; of th e ac 
tivity of ch urch work wh en in winter 
quarters; of th e gath ering of th ousands 
upon some h illside in summer to woi- 
sh ip God, wh ere general officers, in­ 
cluding Lee and Jackson, knelt with 
th eir men and guided th eir devotions; 
wh ere ch aplains’ words were 
often 
h eard as th e men were preparing for 
battle, and th e services were often in 
terrupted by th e opening of th e firiug; 
wh ere such men as Governer Gordon, 
of Georgia, preach ed to th eir men be 
fore leading th em into th e “perilous 
edge of battle . ”— Ma g a zin e o f 
Ameri­ 
ca n Histo ry. 


Fire Proof Fabrics. 
It h as long been known th at all fab­ 
rics, even th o most delicate gauzes and 
muslins ma» - be rendered uninflamma­ 
ble by ch emical treatment. 
Of course 
th ey cannot bo made incombustible, 
but th ey can easily h e so prepared as 
to be incapable of bursting into flame. 
Th e ch emical agents employed act by 
ch ecking and modifying th o destructive 
distillation wh ich ‘precedes 
wh at is 
properly known as inflammation. 
A 
familiar example is afforded by ph os­ 
ph orus. 
Alth ough ph osph orus is itself 
very inflammable, it is difficult to ligh t 
wood or paper from its flame, because 
th e solid ph osph oric acid formed in th e 
combustion coats and protects articles 
presented to it. 
Ph osph orus burnt on 
paper ch ars but rarely ignites it. 
Th e 
ch emicals most commonly used for th e 
purpose are alum, borax, ph osph ate of 
soda, sal-ammoniac, and tungstate of 
soda. 
Alum acts injuriously on th e 
fabrics, especially if colored, but th e 
oth ers are commonly h armless, and 
most of th em aro ch eap. 
Tungstate of 
soda is th o best. 
Used singly, it is 
apt to become insoluble and to run off, 
but th is risk can be diminish ed by th o 
addition of about th ree per cent, of 
ph osph ate of soda. 
After th e ordinary 
wash ing, th e goods sh ould be immersed 
before wringing aud drying in a solu­ 
tion containing twenty per cent, of 
tungstate, with a proportionate quan­ 
tity of ph osph ate. 
In view of th o re­ 
cent terrible disaster, and of many pre­ 
ceding ones, it would surely not h e too 
much to insist th at all dresses, h ang­ 
ings, side screens, and th e like, 
worn 
or used on th e stage, 
sh ould be pro­ 
tected l>v (h is or some oth er suitable 
material. 
Fires almost always begin 
on th e stage or near it, and no one » vh o 
lias been beh ind th o scenes before or 
during th e performance cun wonder at 
it. 
it is not too much to say th at th ere 
is always an immense risk of tire, and 
every cause wh ich can lead to it sh ould, 
as far us possible, be removed. 
Of 
course, oth er reforms are neveseir.v, 
especially m ums for th e prevention of 
panic 
electric ligh ting, th e fireproof 
curtain, th e smoke exit, th e fireman 
nl» vays rouly with h is h ose and greater 
facilities for escape, 
Hut if any or all 
of th ese were adopted and insisted on, 
I it would still h o most desirable th at as 
| manv as possible of th e articles wh ich 
commonlv lead to th e disasters sh ould 
be rendered fireproof.

Bny ing Slaves in Mo ro cco . 
We often visited th e slave market, 
w h ich is, I th ink, th e most interesting 
sigh t in Morocco, writes a correspond­ 
ent. 
We h ad all of us read th e fear­ 
ful accounts wh ich th e press of Tan­ 
gier is so fond of repeating, of th e 
terrible doings of slavery in Morocco, 
and I must confess were most pleas­ 
antly surprised. 
We went very often 
to th e market, 
but never saw such

pression wh ile th e sale was proceeding. 
We were much amused at w atch ing one 
young lady—wh o, by th e* way, was 
rath er h andsome—alter h er expression 
from sulkiness wh en an old Moor was 
looking at h er to ch eerfulness wh en a 
h andsome young man began h is inspec­ 
tion. 
So th ere is coyness even in th e- 
wild deserts from wh ich th ese slaves 
coma 
In fact, far from being a pain­ 
ful sigh t—for by th e accounts we h avo 
of th ose wh o h ave seen it before th ey 
all left “wflth our oyes full of tears”— 
we found it rath er amusing th an oth er­ 
wise, and I do not know th at w e are 
more h ard-h earted th an th e general­ 
ity of mankind. 
Th is I will say, th at 
I would far rath er be a slave iu Mo­ 
rocco th an a peasant. 
From wh at, too, 
I saw of slaves out of th e market th ey 
appear not to h ave such a bad time of 
it, and in many h ouses enjoy more 
liberty th an paid servants. 
Of course, 
th ere is truth in many of th o fearful 
stories w'o h ear of ill-treatment, but, 
again, I know an old Moor on wh ose 
death all th o property goes by will to 
h is slaves. 
It is not slavery th at is so 
bad; it is th e kidnaping th at slavery 
necessitates 
and 
th o 
terrible long 
journey over th e scorch ing desert; but, 
of course, to put down th is kidnaping 
h e must aim at slavery direct. 
Th e 
market is mostly supplied from th o 
Soudan—not th e “Soudan” as we call 
Nubia, but th e Soudan th at lies south 
of th e Sah ara and east of Senegambia, 
an enormous district of sand—but it is 
not at all an uncommon sigh t to see 
wh ite slaves in th e market—Moors and 
Arabs. 
Th o prices average about £ 3 
to to ft h ead for all varieties, th ough 
we saw one elderly female knocked 
down for about 2*2 sh illings, much ta 
h er own disgust. — l.o n Io n News.

THE AUTHOR OF ONE FOE*.

Thero died at Bath, Steuben County , 
New York, not long ago, at the age of 
5 8 , a man who wrote one celebrated 
p oem, and, as far as the p ublic know, 
nev er did any thing else that was re­ 
markable. His death has not attracted 
as much notice in the p ress as would 
that of a second-class v ariety show 
actress. 
Indeed the first mention we 
hav e seen of it is not in a newsp ap er, 
bnt in the New York Critic, a literary 
journal, which cop ies an article on the 
subject of the local Bath p ap er. 
The 
man was Judge G. H. MoMaster, and 
his one p oem, doubtless familiar to many 
readers of the S en tin el, since it is in­ 
cluded in many of the current collections 
of v erse, is as follows:

When p r* ssod to giv e u rea­ 
son for their belief they said they 1 
smelled him! One night, howev er, in a j 
stat * of gen mu • terror, they said they 
hud not only smelled but seen the

rather swim than remain aboard.* The 
cap tain, howev er, ordered them to be 
p ut in irons until they were well out at 
sea and then flogged.

C hicago, Dee. 24.—A t 10:15 o’clock Pri 
day ¡morning the 
St. Paul day exp ress to 
Chicago on the Minnesota & Northwestern 
railroad, met with a terrible accident after 
crossing O;ter creek, between German Val­ 
ley and Melton station, about 
uinetv -six 
miles north of this city. 
The train was com 
p osed of an engine, tender, baggage, « mi 
grant coach, one first-class day coach, a 
Mann buffet car, and three sleep ers. 
There 
wore about 740 p assengers on the train, ov er 
sev enty of whom occup ied the sleep ers and 
p arlor cars, while the rem ainder were di­ 
v ided bet ween the em igrant and first-class 
day coaches. 
A t the time of the accident the 
train was running at the rate of twenty-fiv e 
miles an hour. 
Aftor crossing Otter creek 
creek coming south, there is a curv e, and it 
■was up on this that the accident took p lace. 
The roils had sp read, but the engine and 
tender p assed ov er safely. 
The bridge ov er Otter croek is about fif­ 
teen feet high, and the locomotiv e had only 
p roceeded about two hundred foot when the 
wheels of the tender jump ed the track. 
The 
liaggage, em igrant and first-class cars were 
thrown off the track in the shap e of a trian­ 
gle on one side of the truck. 
Two of the 
sleep ers were thrown on their sides on the 
other side, while the buffet-eur lay at the 
end of one of the ov erturned bleep ers, one of 
tho latter remaining on the truck with its 
fore trucks gone. 
The tender clung to the 
engine until it reached the cut, about 1,000 
feet from the bridge, where it came to a dead 
stop in a snow drift. 
The emigrant: scoop ed 
along on its wild career ev en after its trucks 
were gone, and p iowe I through the mud for 
at least font lengths, filling it nearly half full 
of dirt. 
Tho ends of the car were crushed 
out, and it fell on its side.

Word was soon communicated to those 
Knights who handle ore, etc., under the

and they, nearly 8 k) 
in number, 
also 
quit work. 
The next p lace v isited in tho 
yard was that where Bow Stev edore Frank 
F.ood bad 250 men at work. 
They stop p 'd 
work and immediately left the yard, and l>y 
6 o’clock more than 500 men were lounging 
about the corners in tho neighborhood. 
Sup erintendent Sweigard was notified of 
the facts, and was soon up on the scene of the 
strike. 
Ho p ositiv ely refused to reinstate 
tho shifting crows, and ordered the striking 
emp loyes to return to their work.

v xfi, while a general strike is threatened 
Trouble with the strikers had been ex­ 
p ected, and the comp any requested Director 
Blok ley to furnish p olice p rotection.

director acted p romp tly, and at 1 o’clock a 
fore» of officers numbering ov er 250 men was 
on the ground. 
Bhortly aftor orders wero

T he original Dr. Fanstus has been 
commemorated recently with great cer­ 
emony at his asserted birthplace, the 
little v illage of Knittlingen, in Wur­ 
temberg. 
This y ear was the quarter- 
centenary of Faust’s birth, and also the 
tercentenary of the first publication 
dev oted to his memory , the first sketch 
of the famous sorcerer hav ing ap­ 
peared at Frankfort-on-Main in 15 8 7 . 
Knittlingen tradition merely relates 
that Dr. Fanstus utilized his magic 
powers to gain a liv elihood daring his 
student day s. 
Thus he acquired au 
equiv ocal reputation, and subsequently 
liv ed up to it till he perished of v io- 
ence. 
Popular opinion immediately 
declared that such a magician could 
not die in ordinary human fashion, and 
so the legend spread that Faust had 
)een carried off by his mastor, the 
dev il.

not continue. Destruction must g o on, 
and reconstruction must keep pace with 
it, otherwise the vital processes must 
cease. 
That g rowth and development should 
proceed satisfactorily in the earlier 
years of life, that all thè org ans of the 
body should be preserved and capable 
of performing their various duties at 
every ag e, and that the org anism should 
wear out g radually and without too 
much discomfort in old ag e, are ex ­ 
tremely desirable. 
Yet these cannot 
be unless nutrition is kept up at every 
stag e of life.

money. 
Moreover, the painting to 
which the prize is g iven is hung in the 
Academy of Fine Arts, with the pict 
ures successful in the competitions of 
preceding years.

J ules Bastien-Lepag e set his heart up­ 
on winning the Prix de Ro me, 
The competition is accompanied with 
curious formalit.es. Every desig n sub­ 
mitted is covered with tracing -paper, 
which is sealed down, and a tracing of 
it made. 
This is to prevent the artists 
from chang ing the desig ns after they 
are handed in. 
Only a few very alig ht 
alterations are permitted, and these in 
accordance,with rig orous rules. 
The 
artists selected for the ex cellence of 
their desig ns to enter the competit'on 
are oblig ed to remain shut up in separate 
rooms and carefully watched for ninety 
days, so that each shall paint his pict­ 
ure without any outside assistance. 
Then a jury of disting uished artists 
ex amines the work, and awards the 
prize.

From what has just been said it will 
be understood that ‘’marasmus” means 
a persistent wasting of the bodv, due 
to defective nutrition. 
It will be not­ 
iced that the term is very indefinite, 
and it is also apparent that it cannot 
well be otherwise, because the condi­ 
tions are often numerous and compli­ 
cated, which combine to produce the 
one effect. 
It may be impossible to 
say whether improper food, hereditary 
disease of the liver or imperfect dig es­ 
tion, due to simple weakness, has had 
the most to do in causing the death of 
a child. 
Here “ marasmus” comes to 
the aid of the 
jhis best to com 
could not remedy. 
It is nonsense to 
say that such a certificate denotes ig no­ 
rance in the practitioner. 
It does 
nothing of the sort ; it merely demotes a 
complex of conditions only too often 
met with in practice. 
This is true not 
Alone of the tenement-house population, 
but also of the inmates of the finest 
mansions. 
The worst cases, apparently, of ma­ 
rasmus, are met with among babies 
that are “ broug ht up on the bottle,” 
or who have been recently weaned. 
These are frig htful because of rapid 
loss of flesh and seeming ly the failure 
of every reasonable method devised for 
their relief. 
When properly manag ed, 
however, a successful rescue from al­ 
most certain death will often reward 
th e ‘‘mix ing of brains” along with the 
medicine—of which, by the way, very 
little need be g iven.—St. Lo u is" Glo b e- 
Detn o i rat.

Parndiotical as it may bcvm , the latest 
thing for which dynamite lias been em­ 
ployed is not the blowing up of build­ 
ing s, but, on the contrary, the laying of 
foundations. 
This new development *s 
due to M. Bonnetond, a French eng ineer. 
When a foundation has to la* laid in wet 
g round he bores a hole from ten to 
twelve feet deep and an inch and a half 
wide. 
Into this hole he jiaases a string 
of dynamite cartridg es, which is then ex­ 
ploded. 
Not only is a cavity of a yard 
wide produced by the explosion, but too 
expansive force of the dynamite clrlwBs 
the water out far beyond the sides of this 
cavity, and it does not return ag ain for 
more than half an hour. 
In the mean­ 
time the workmen clear the cavity and 
introduce quickly setting concrete, so 
that when the water returns ag ain it can­ 
not injure the foundation. 
The method 
has been put into practice during the 
building of an enceinte at Lyons, and a 
rapid rati* of working is said to have been 
attained thereby.- Chicag o Times.
